cob AFFORD TO PAY THE GOVERNMENT 
at least a small part of their profit, as people in 
other parts of the country have to do. As to 
depopulating the Territories, there are no signs 
of that either in Montana or any other Territory 
in consequence of the action of the Interior 
Department, but it is a notorious fact that the 
consumption of timber which persons take for 
nothing trom the public lands will be infinitely 
more wasteful than if they have to pav for it. 
In this way the mountains’ sides in these 
Territories will very soon be stripped of 
heir forests, and, the forests once destroy- 
sd, the mountains’ sides will remain bare 
tovever. If that goes on in the present waste- 
ful manner only a short period longer, schen 
these Territories will in part become uuinhabit- 
able and depopulated, especially the valleys, 
which depend upon the — supply of water. 
If the consumption of timber cau be reduced to 
the actual necessities of the people by the ac- 
tion of the Government, and the waste now 
goipg on be prevented, the Territories, instead 
of Being depopulated, will be protected against 
THE MOST DISASTROUS CONSEQUENCES 
which otherwise must necessarily ensue.

$936,477, and the law at that time remained 
about as it stood in the originai Judiciary act of 
1789. The law authorizing remcvals from State 
courts was put in effect in 1865, and the ex- 
penses of United States courts in 1870, under 
the influence of this new law, were $2,162,109, 
and in 1873 were $3,440,497. These figures 
show that the expenditures since the passage of 
the law authorizing more extended removals 
from State to Federal courts are four times as 
great as they were in 1860.

He argued that the bill of the Judiciar 
Committee, instead of coliecting the Sinking Fun 
for the sole and exclusive use of the Government 
of the United States,in order to extinguish the 
ciaim of the United States against these compa- 
nies, it carefully collected a Sinking Fund in re- 
spect to which the United States would have no 
hen whatever except subject to a prior lien of the 
firstemortgage bondholder of the road. The 
amount of money requiredjfor a Sinking Fund must 
be paid by the passengers and those doing business 
over the roads. It was a tax levied by Congress 
upon the conmerce of the country transported over 
these roads.

OHIO FLOODS. 

CrxcfxnatTi, O., March 14.—Advices from the 
interior of this State indicate that the storm of 
the past two days has ben one of great sever- 
ity.

2:30 o’clock the Park was black with people. To 
the north there was evidently great excitement, 
but I did not dare to leave my post of vantage, 
for there was narrow room op the seat for six 
persons, and, if I once left it, I should not be 
able to get another elevated spot whence I could 
see and hear so well. Indeed, excepting the 
trees, it was the only elevation in that part of 
the Park, and, being placed on the crest of a 
very long, slight swell of ground, it gave a 
view ** everything transpiring in tbe crowd for 
a quarter of a mile. 

teadily the throng increased. From all 

the spacious campaign to [Hyde Park] men 
took their flight.“ Presently, from the left, a 
compact body of above 2.000 persons moved 
forward toward a graceful ash or maple tree in 
the centre of the plain, and it was easy to dis- 
tinguish among them the leaders of the demon- 
stration.

More and more compactly they packed together 
and by 8 o’clock there was a space fully 500 
yards square so covered with people as to give 
not one glimpse of the green turf beneath their 
feet. Besides this central body, which con- 
tained not less than 80,000 ns, there were 
great numbers of others s red about tne 
Park in all directions, while far up to the north 
there was another closely-grouped mass, of 
probably 20,000 more. In this latter group 
there was great excitement: flags were to be 
seen waving, hats were thrown into the air, 
music and cheering went up at intervals, and oc- 
casionallv something like singing could be hearu. 
I soon learned who composed this northern 
crowd. Like the traditional disturbing elements, 
it looked, from one standpoint, a cloud no 4 
ger than a man's hand; but out of that litt 
patch came the fun and the fight- 
in of the day. Around me mim 
aif directions I saw a very respectable, quiet. 
curious crowd. They were in the proportion, I 
should sav, of seven out ef ten,—simply as on- 
lookers. ‘They had their opinions and prefer- 
ences, of course, on the questions to be brought 
before the meeting, but they had not come there 
to give expression to those opinions at all. They 
had come to see which body of zealots would 
carry the day, and, as it would be an amusing 
spectacle,—{ree at that,—they werg anxious to 
witness it. The day was a mild, spring4ike 
May day, and the temptation to spend the day- 
in the Park would have been great had there 
been no other attraction than the baght sun, 
blue sky, and green turf.

FULLY 100,000 PEOPLE 
were assembled in Hyde Park. To credit them 
with any intention of uniting in dn expression 
of political opinion, is absurd. It was a most 
interesting sight, however, as an exhibition of 
London lifeand manners. 
About the time when Mr. Bradlaugh took the 
platform to introduce, in a verv few words, the 
Hon. Auberon Herbert as Chairman of the 
mecting, the crowd at the Marble-Arch end of 
the Park began to move;soutb toward the main 
body, and, while the greater number of people 
were unable, from the dead level, to observe 
the approach of this solid column, we who oc- 
cupled our slightly-elevated post could easily 
see its whole movement.

‘THE OLIVE IN AMERICA. 


Jefferson’s Wish that the Tree Might Be 
Planted Here—Interesting Papers on the 
Subject by Gen. A. C. Jones. . 
Washington Correspondence New York Tribune, 
The Italians have a saying, If you want to 

leave a lasting legacy to your children’s chil- 

aren, plant an olive.“ 
Thomas Jefferson wrote from Paris in 1787: 

‘* Although the olive is a tree the least known 

in America, it is the 


having been myself an eye-witness to the 
blessings which this tree sheds on the poor, I 
never had my wishes so kindled for the in- 
troduction of any article of new culture into 


our new country.“ 
Gen. A. C. Jones, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, has prepared, under direction of the 
Commissioner of that Department, some in- 
teresting papers treating of the culture and 
uses of several species of agricultural products 
which are only known to the majority of Ameri- 
cans as high-priced and rather indigestible 
luxuries, but which furnish in many other 
countries valuable staple articles of food to fall 
classes. Atnopg these are the date, the fig, and 
the olive. * 
Of the latter Gen. Jorfes says the olive tree in 
full bearing yields on an ave from two to 
three bushels of fruit, which would produce 
from fifteen to twenty pounds of oll. An acre of 
land properly planted should contain about 100 
such trees, and grass or other crop may be 
cultivated between the trees to advan 
tree will grow where there is not a undancy 
of moisture, and in any kind of soil, in a latitude 
congemial to it. It is a branching, evergree 
tree, slow of growth, very tenacious of life, and 
of great longevity; so great, indeed, that it is 
thought probable that the trees at present 
growing in the Valley of-Gethsemane are those 
which existed at the beginning of the Christian 
era. Olive oil may be said to form cream 
butter for those countries in which it is 
duced. The_ fruit of the olive is presery 
pickling, in Europe torme an important 
article of food for the people. The wood of the 
oltve,, especially the root part, is beautifully 
clouded and veined, has an agreeable odor, and 
is susceptible of the highest polish. Valuable 
lubricating and illuminating oils are also pro- 
duced from the fruit, and an inferior product 
enters largely into the manufacture of fine 
soaps. 
The cultivation of the olive has several times 
been attempted in this country, and hardy speci- 
mens now exist in California and in South 
Carolina. Although no one seems erer to have 
carried the matter toa profitable end, the re- 
sults of the various experiments prove, Mr. 
Jones thinks, that our climate is not unfriendly 
to the olive; no reason is known why an 
industry which is of so much value to Fra 
Italy, and vagjous countries in the East shou! 
not thrive in America. No traveler in Eastern 
lands, nor reader of books of Eastern travel. 
needs td be told how important a place in the 
Oriental bill of fare, especially the poorer 
classes, is that held by the date and the fig. Of 
the latter, it is said that the good wife of the 
Arab can Berve her lord with a dish prepared in 
a different form every day in the month, while 
the date, dried and p forms a chief article 
of food for caravans crossing the deserts, The 
fig is yy |

and is preserved by Southern housewives for 
table use. 
Mr. Jones has collected information from our 
foreign representatives and 1 abroad, and 
his papers give all that can be ! edr 
the soils and climates most favorable to these 
trees, as well as the Lest methods of cultivation 
and preparation of the fruit for the market. 
The papers will form a part of the next annual 
report of the Commissioner of Agriculture. Mr. 
Jones believes that both the fig and the date 
may bé cultivated in certain parts of the United 
States with profit. :

THE MINORITY REPORTS ON THE TEXAS 


PACIFIC AD 

The majority gf the House Committee on 
Pacific Railroads have reported favorably the 
bill which proposes to guarantee the Texas 
Pacific Railroad bonds to the amount of 
$38,500,000 at 5 per cent interest for fifty 
years. This action is now antagonized by 
two powerful reports which are before us. 
One is made by Messrs. Lurrreiy, Lanpers, 
Henry W. Bam, W. W. Riox, and Hwrrr, 
who propose a bill securing to the Govern- 
ment the land-grant that has lapsed by fail- 
ure of the Texas Pacific to comply with the 
conditions of the original acts, and giving 
the Southern Pacific the right-of-way through 
the Territories without bond, or money, or 
land subsidy, to meet at the Rio Grande 
River the Texas Pacific or any other road in 
the State of Texas that shall have arrived at 
that point. The other minority report 
is made by Mr. WILIA R. Morrison, mem- 
ber of Congress ffom tlis State, who 
takes the broad ground that all subéjdies gre 
unconstitutional ; that past experience with 
subsidized railroads teaches that Govern- 
ment guarantee means payment by the Gov- 
ernment; that the South is not now at any 
disadvantage in the way of Government fa 
vors which is not the result of the war it 
brqught on; that the Texas Pacific is not, as 
claimed, essentially of a Southern character; 
aud that, generally, the Tom Scorr scheme 
is a deception and a snare. A good many 
people inside and outside of Congress will 
undoubtedly agree in their hearts with Mr. 
Morrison’s conclusions. 

But it is the regular minority report, 
submitted by Messrs. LurrazIL, Lanpenrs, 
Buarrg, Rice, and Hxwrrr, that will com- 
mand most attention and respecf, as it is a 
critical examination of the relative condi- 
tions of the Texas Pacific and Southern 
Pacific schemes, and as it suggests a practic- 
al method of securing a through Pacific 
connection for the Southern States without 
the expenditure or risk of a single dollar of 
Government money. It will be a serioys 
reflection upon both the intelligence and 
honesty of Congress if the recommendations 
in this report shall not command adherence 
in preference to the other proposition to the 
effect that one corporation willing to build 
the road without subsidy shall be excluded 
from that privilege, and that another corpo- 
ration shall be given a Government puarantee 
of nearly $40,000,000 at 5 per cent interest, 
without sufficient security, to do the same 
work which can be secured free of cost to 
the Government. 

The Texas Pacific Company has now no 
claims upon the Government even for the 
land originally granted. This Company was 
incorporated March 3, 1871, with a supple- 
mentary act approved May 2, 1872, relieving 
it of some of the original conditions. But it 
was required to build 100 miles a year on the 
direct line of the road, and to complete the 
entire distance of 1,574 miles between Mar- 
shall, Tex., and San Diego, Cal., within ten 


matter of fact, this Company has construct- 
ed only 183 miles on the direct line; the re- 
mainder of the 443 miles it has built con- 
sists of branches which it constructed in or- 
der to acquire the rich land-grant made by 
the State of Texas. There remain, then, 
1,491 mules to build in four years, while only 
183 miles have been built in six years. The 
Company confesses its inability to proceed 
without Government-bond aid. It asks 
now $38,500,000 at 5 per cent, after hav- 
ing failed in an application for $60,000,000. 
The difference between the jnterest at 
this rate and the interest at which 
the Government can 
its own, would alone amount to more than 
the cost of the road, if invested as a sinking 
fund. The report naturally infers that the 
Government would be far better off to build 
the road and give it to the Texas & Pacific 
Company outright than to guarantee the in- 
terest on the 5 per cent, fifty-year bonds, 
according to its request.” These gentlemen 
making this report have also satisfied them- 
selves that the road can be constructed and 
equipped at a cost of $20,000 a mile at the 
outside, so that the subsidy asked would 
Teave an excess of nearly $10,000,000 to be 
taken from the principal for the benefit of 
those who manipulaté the bonds from the 
start, and who do not propose to risk a dol- 
lar of their own in the enterprise.” The to- 
tal amount of interest asked to be guaran- 
teed would, if invested in a sinking fund, 
result in $700,000,000 in the fifty years, or 
twenty times as much as the road will cost. 
The following is the conclusion of the mi- 
nority as far as the proposed subsidy is con- 
cerned :

The Southern Pacific has already con- 
structed 720 miles of road from San Fran- 
cisco south and east to Fort Yuma, and is 
willing to construct without any subsidy 600 
miles more across Arizona to meet the Texas 
Pacifie or any other road at El Paso. The fact 
that the line of road already constructed by the 
Southern Pacific was built with the expecta- 
tion of an Eastern connection is evident from 
the circumstance that this Company once gave 
Tom Scorr the right to build this portion, 
and the desire for an Eastern connection, in 
order to make its present road profitable, is 
the moving cause of its proposition to go 
ahead. The Committee dismiss the cry of 
monopoly by taking the only tenable ground 
that combination is equally to be apprehend- 
ed, and that nothing but law and the en- 
forcement thereof by the Government can 
protect the public. Restrictions and con- 
ditions in a charter can be enforced 
by the machinery of the law against 
one corporation as well as another.” The 
point is also made that, even if the Southern 
Pacific and Central Pacific shall be owned by 
materially the same corporation, its own 
interest will be to protect 1,300 miles of 
the Southern Pacific as against only 800 
miles of the Central Pacific. The fact that 
the Texas & Pacific during the last Cap- 
gress actually combined with the Southern 
Pacific to secure a joint subsidy and build 
the road together, also shows that the Tom 
Scott people do not believe in their own 
talk about competition. 

The minority report a bill to revest all the 
land-grant west of the Rio Grande in the 


‘Government, to give the Southern Pacific 


the right of way to build their road as far as 
the Rio Grande, and even to continue further 
east if they shall not be met at that point by 
a connecting road. Of course, the Southern 
Pacific people desire to acquire the land- 
grant, but the report does not recommend 
this nor incorporate it in the bill, be- 
cause it is believed the Southern Pacific 
will construct the road without the land- 
grant. This is rather an ungenerous 
view of the matter, inasmuch as the only 
competitor wants $40,000,000 to do the 
same work. Nevertheless, the bill ported 
imposes not only all the conditions upon the 
Southern Pacific Company that were con- 
tained in Mr. Monxy’s original bill granting 


this Company the right of way, but also all 


the conditions proposed to be put upon the 
Texas d Pacific Company after giving it 
$40,000,000. The right is also reserved in 
the pill to authorize the construction of 
other independent and competing roads 
along the same line, and to control the rates 
of transportation, connections and running 
arrangements, telegraph- charges, and all 
powers of every description. There is no 
excuse for any im@elligeht and fair-minded 
man to hesitate between these two proposi- 
tions. As the gentlemen making this report 
say: It would seem impossible for any 
map to justify himself to his constituency and 
to his country at large in a course which 
depletes the Treasury, when all that is 
desired is attainable without expense to the 
people, —in the practicable measure pro- 
posed for the construction of a Southern 
Pacific Railroad without risking a dollar of 
Government money.

A CHICAGOAN ON HIS TRAVELS. 

Mr. Lxzonarp Swett is on his travels. 
This important fact was elicited from what 
purports to.be the account of an interview 
held with him by a reporter of the New York 
Star, a part of which was republished in 
Taz Trrsune of yesterday. In order to be 
entirely fair in the matter, it may be repeat- 
ed that Mr. Swett is reported as saying that 
„ nineteen-twentieths of all the best citizens 
in Chicago are bavkrupt”; that the fail- 
ure of half a dozen of the large merchants 
has swallowed up the small dealers,”—from 
which we infer there are no small dealers” 
left in Chicago; that the property in Chi- 
cago wouldn’t sell for the mortgages,” and 
that land held at $150,000 a few years ago 
cannot now be sold for $12,000. There is 
not much wonder that Mr. Swert, basing 
his opinion on such assertions, should tell 
the New York reporter that the condition of 
things in this city ‘‘is worse than any man 
can conceive of.” Probably Mr. Swerr in 
his right mind cannot ‘‘conceive of” any- 
thing half so terrible as he is alleged to have 
pictured to the morbid imagination of a 
New York reporter to satisfy the latter’s des- 
perate searchrfor libels on Chicago. 

Mr. Swett being still on his travels, it is 
not possible to verify the alleged interview 
by his personal admission thereof, and we 
are disposed to make some allowance for 
reportorial exaggeration. For instance, in 
the course of the article it is stated that Mr. 
Swett is the ablest lawyer in Chicago.” 
Whether or not Mr. Swzrr communicated 
this statement to the reporter along with 
the others, does not appear, but it is per- 
missible to cite the remark as an indication 
that there was a disposition to exaggerate in 
the report of the interview. ‘The further 
remark that Mr. Swerr, besides being 
the ablest lawyer in Chicago,” is also 
„thoroughly conversant with the situa- 
tion of affairs in that city,” must also 
be taken with some grains of allowance, 
since Mr. Swert, whose law-practice is 
largely among the criminal practice, naty- 
rally looks upon the dark side of life. Be- 
sides, it is not unlikely that the New York 
reporter was drunk; or, if not, then Mr. 
Swett, when he returns home with his in- 
separable red-ribbon in his button-hole, will 
be able to give some other reasonable and 
satisfactory statement of the manner where- 
by he has been misrepresented when accred- 
iting him with slanders about the city and 
people who furnish him with a very good 
living. 

We are not willing to believe that Mr. 
Lzonarp Swrrr has gone around New York, 
or any other place, telling such unreasonable 
and incredible stories about Chicago as this 
New York journal has put in his mouth. We 
know it is popular to malign and rail against 
Chicago in the other large cities in the 
Union; but Mr. Swerr, being a very tall 
and upright man, would not stoop to 
such a low device for gaining notoriety 
away from home. It is just possible that 
Mr. Swett is on terms of intimacy with one 
or two persons who are badly in debt, but 
his mental and moral vision is certainly not 
so constructed as to regard all other people 
as being in the same condition. He must 
have known that even those who are most 
violently prejudiced against Chicago would 


not swallow such enormous whoppers as are 


contained in this alleged interview, in the 
face of Chicago's continued growth and the 
enlargement of its business in various direc- 
tions. Of course, there has been a shrink- 
age of values in real estate. New York peo- 
ple can understand this, because they know

＋ om RED-RIBBON LEAGUES. 

The meeting which was held in the Taber- 
nacle Tuesday to celebrated the close of Dr. 
REYNOLDS’ work as a temperance reformer in 
this city hai a ludicrous ending. Affairs 
went along swimmingly until an imprudent 
speaker announced a collection. Then a 
stampede began. Efforts to stop it were un- 
availing; and Dr. RXTWoL Ds, who had ar- 
ranged to make a pathetic farewell address, 
was compelled to dismiss the congregation 
with a hasty benediction. The facts are not 
creditable to the reformed drunkards. If 
their repentance is genuine, and they are 
fully conscious of che degradation from which 
they have escaped, they ought cheerfully to 
contribute for the benefit of the cause. The 
price of one drink all around would make a 
handsome purse; gnd, while the sacrifice in 
any individual case would be small, the ag- 
gregate result would be large. 

The temperance work in which Dr. Rey- 
NOLDs is engaged deserves encouragement. 
It takes hold of the reform question at the 
right end. It attempts to gure the desire to 
drink instead of attempting, as prohibitory 
laws do, to take away the power. The chief 
benefit of the former system over 
the latter is that it makes itself ef- 
fectual by controlling the wills of its 
subjects. Prohibitory laws are always 
partial and temporary in their operation 
when they do not reach the consciences of 
men. They never justify themselves in the 
minds of drinking men, and they are conse- 
quently only respected and observed by the 
good men who need no repentance. As a 
source of constant irritation against the 
State they are highly objectionable; and it 
is a question whether they do not make more 
drunkards than they save by exciting a spirit 
of lawlessness and defiance among the peo- 
ple. How different is the system of the Red- 
Ribbon reformers! Theirs is a purely 
missionary enterprise, using only the weap- 
ons of statement, exhortation, and per- 
suasion. By enlisting the feelings of the 
people on their side, they secure not only a 
promise of personal abstinence, but of co- 
operation. All the best temperance advo- 
cates are reformed drunkards, but none of 
them, we venturo to say, owes anything to 
prohibitory laws. The co-operation and 
sympathy which die Red-Ribbon movement 
gets is not merely that of the persons active- 
ly engaged init. Everybody wishes it well, 
except perhaps the saloow-keepers. No 
moderate drinker objects to it, even though 
he may prefer not to join it. It is conse- 
quently a popular movement at all times and 
in all places, and its influence is not bounded 
by the powers of a Legislature or the limits 
of a State. 

Another virtue of this kind of temperance 
reform is, that it minds ita business. It does 
not meddle with persons who neither desire 
nor need reform. The principle that men 
should not indulge themselves for fear they 
may cause their brethren to offend is a propo- 
sition of morals, not of law. The moment 
Government interferes with personal habits 
which are innocent in themselves and decent, 
it touches a private right which is more 
sacred than Government itself. It is a sheer 
waste of energy to attempt to regulate the 
habits of all men, when only one out of a 
hundred needs to be regulated; and, since 
Government is for the ninety-nine more than 
it is for the one, it should consider the com- 
fort of the former more than that of the lat- 
ter. Reformation, which is in no sense a 
function of Government, must be under- 
taken by private organizations. This is pre- 
cisely the work of the Red-Ribbon move- 
ment. It separates the diseased from the 
healthy, and confines its philanthropic ef- 
forts to those who require attention, recog- 
nizing the force of the old saying that those 
who are whale need not @ physician. The 
movement thus gains strength by cutting out 
its work clearly, and exciting no unnecessary 
prejudices. By employing only legitimate 
means of advancement, it lays claims to the 
respect of good citizens. | Discussion is al- 
ways respectable. Persecution never is. dt 
is to be hoped, therefore, that the Red-Rib- 
bon League will never be tempted to use its 
power badly. We obserye that a temper- 
ance organization in Iowa has threatened to 
tar and feather a young man who refuses to 
sign the pledge. This is not the right 
method. The Red-Ribbon reformers in 
Chicago should promptly condemn this and 
all other acts of persecution.

The 
Boston Hera’d publishes a description of the 
Woman’s Prison at Sherborn which must strike 
the ordinary reader as truly intercsting reading. 
The cells are airy and comfortable, and the win- 
dow-sills are covered with plants and flowers. 
The work-rooms are provided with every facility 
for labor, although, as the reporter says, the 
work is such as requires no special ingenuity or 
capability,’’ and, in fact, is a Kind of recreation, 
as far as one can judge. ‘There are laundry- 
rooms, kitchens, and reception-rooms, and all 
the modern conveniences. Even looking- 
glasses are supplied to the fgir oecupants of the 
prison, who, we learn from the report, are not 
infrequently claimed in matrimony by honest 
and industrious young men. But, if this kind 
of thing goes much further, it is just possible 
that the candidates for free lodging in the 
prisons of the country will scarcely be within 
the bounds of computation. It looks very 
much like placing a premium upon crime. 


A correspondent desires to know the nature 
of the Egyptian tributes which were among the 
securities which Russia stipulated as guarantecs 
for the payment of the Turkish pecuniary in- 
demnity. The Egyptian tributes or sums of 
money, payable by Egypt to Turkey at stated 
times, have been relied upon by the latter as 
securities upon which to raise loans. The Turk- 
ish loans of 1854, upon which the Crimean war 
was carried on, and of 1855 and of 1871, were 
based upon these tributes. As “England and 
France bold these tributes as security for the 
payment of their bonds, they object to Russia 
coming in as a preferred ereditor and leaving 
them without dividends. As the assignment of 
the tributes as security was confirmed by the 
Porte, it is difficultto see bow the latter can 
now alienate them to the service of Russia. It 
was on condition of the payment of the trib- 
utes, pow amounting to about $3,500,000 an- 
nuaily, that the Khedive of Egypt obtained his 
absolute sovereignty, the right of maintaining 
armics and of making treatics with foreign 
Powers.

The editorials of the 
Greek and Arminian newspapers are on Church 
matters alone, while the Turkish papers aro 
tilled chiefly with translations from the European 
press. The way news items are bandied about 
is amusing.

up ip slightly altered garb in the Levant Heraid 
in the evening, and is copied next morning into 
the Bassiret as independent testimony to its 
truth. On the third day the Bassiret learns 
that it is false, and says so. 


The action of the House of Commons in re- 
jecting a motion to censure Layvagp, Minister 
to Turkey, for his connection with the Nano- 
PONTE correspondence, is significant as 
that the tide of anti-Russian sentiment bas not 
abated any of its strength. It was near the 
middle of last summer when the Uonstanti- 
nople corres fondent of the Daily Telegraph sent 
a long dispatch, charging Mr. GLapstoyr witn 
| inciting the Greeks to insurrection through the 
medium of M. NEGROPONTE, a leading Greek 
politician. Mr. Gi.ADbsroxz denied the charge 
and demanded the proofs. The Teegraph cor- 
respondent replied, reiterating the allegation, 
but declaring that the proofs were in the hands 
of his informant, who had decided not to give 
them up. It was well understood in London 
that the informant was Minister Laranrp, yet so 
prejudiced are the English people against GLap- 
STONE that, as we have seen, a simple act of 
justice to that gentleman and a fitting rebuko 
to LaYARD has been denied by an overwhelming 
vote. It is pretty clear that LaraRp never had 
any proofs whatever for his statement, or ne 
would long ago have produced them, to the dis- 
comfiture of the Liberals.

Discount Lines Stationary---New 
York Exchange Firmer.

FINANCIAL. 


Payments are in excess of the loans made, and 
discount lines are decreasing. Business is at a 
low ebb in all directions, and the banks have little 
todo. Loanable funds are not in demand, and 
littie fresh paper is offered the banks. The coun- 
try demand for currency and loane has almost 
ceased with the end of the hog shipments. Rates 
of discount were 7@10 per cent at the banks. 
New York exchange was firmer, and sold between 
banks at 25@50c per $1,000 premium. The clear- 
ings were $2, 200, 000. 

THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 

The London Tunes of Feb. 26, in forecasting 
the prospects of the money market, thinks the 
usual spring rise cannot be counted on. The 
tendency of the Bank of England reserve is down- 
ward from about this time in ordinary years; ac- 
cording to the ordinary experience money would 
be a good deal dearer m the next three months 
than itis now. But the usual causes are not act- 
ing now in their usual force. The circumstances 
that might change the stagnant condition of the 

market are heavy withdrawals of gold, 
political disturbances, or a sudden revival of trade. 
The Bank of England is strong, but the provincial 
banks are not. Cash is less plentiful than usual 
with them, although their credits are unusually 
distended. If trade were to show any 
satisfactory symptoms of revival there 
might de a sudden internal demand for money that 


‘ft would be hard to meet. Any such occurrence 


would embarrass the Bank of England, ae England 
is in no position to draw large sums of goid from 
abroad, except at very considerable sacrifices. 

A SAVINGS BANK ON THE DEFENSIVE. 

The Union Dime Savings Bank of New York has 
been calling in a large amount of its mortgages. 
This ie dune to strengthen the bank against any 
run that may occur, and to meet the reqnest of 
those mortgageors who wish to reduce the rate of 
interest they are paying.

CONDIT ET AL. 
BEFORE FOOTE. 
A. B. Condit, the accused Supervisor of the 


Town of Lake, appeared before Justice D' Wolf 
yesterday at the appointed time. He was accom- 
panied dy Peter Murphy, the Collector of the 
town, and by a number of other friends. He 
asked a change of venue to Justice Foote, and tt 
was granted him. There he was held under the 
bonds which he had given before, and the case was 
put over till 9 o'clock this morning.

It has since been learned that the man 
was A. H. Veeder, the attorney for the town. 
That statement alone is suflicient to show 
why Mr. Veeder did not care to con- 
nected with the affair. His duty as 
the legal representative would have been much 
better performed had he appeared in the interests 
of the taxpayers rather than as the friend of 
the person by whose hand the alleged plundering 
had n committed. 

Since the defense (Condit et al.) have seen fit to 
denounce their arrest as a political dodge to injure 
their chances of re-election, and have stated that 
Tue TRIBUNE was represented at the arrest upon 
the request of the complainants, Tux TrisvNe will, 
in justice to the complainants, state that it was 
not upon any request that a reporter was present. 
Mr. — representing the prosecution, said 
yesterday that there was no politics in the matter 
at all.

We assert that 
there is no law upon the statute books of State or 
nation that is so arbitrary and oppressive as the law of 
Congress authorizing removal of cause from State to 
Federal Courts, and especially as it is now constructed 
by the Federal Courts. The Federal Courts 
are not the courts of the common people. They are 
‘too far from the people and too expensive a channel of 
litigation for them; and, since corporations aggregate 
for purposes of removal of causes to Fede Courte 
have beer declared to be ** citizens of the States creat- 
ing them. the United States Circult Courts have be 
come sites of refuge for offending corporations. It isa 
rare circumstance when the citizen (real) exercises his 
right to remove a cause from the State to the Federal 
Courts, and it is equaliy as rare a circumstance when 
the citizen (intangible) has falled to exercise ite right 
in that An inspection of the records of the 
United States Courts will show that nineteen -twentieths 
of all the cases transferred from the State Courts to the 
Federal Courts are so transferred upon the application or 
petition of corporations, and in most instances 4 insur- 
ance comyanics that have invoked the laws and enjoy- 
ed the courtesy of the State todo Business therein.

MINOR MEETINGS, 
INDUSTRIAL HOME. 
The lady Board of Managers of the Industria) 
Home for Girls held aspecial meeting yesterday 


morning at 10 o'clock in the club-room of the 


Tremont House for the purpose of filling vacan- 
cies in the list of officers. Mrs. D. L. R. Wardner 


presided. 

A long and unimportant discussion was had upon 
the constitution and by-laws, and the record of the 
Board of Directors since its organization was read 
by the Secretary at the request of one of the mem- 
bers, much to the edification of the ladies present. 

Mrs. Wardner made a report as to what was be- 
ing done at the School in Evenston. and also of the 
number of applications that are being received. 
There are seventeen inmates of the School, and 
there is room for more, but money is lacking, and 
the Board has to move cautiously.’ What was 
wanted was monetary aid in orderto extend the 
scope of the work of the Home, that poor, home- 
less girls, from all parts of the State, may find a 
good home where they will be properly cared for. 
From the Chairman's statement, it would seem as 
though the Home and School needed a great deal 
to make them perfect, but that they are doing the 
best they can under the circumstances. The giris 
are givenan English education, and are aiso in- 
structed in dressmaking, home duties, etc. The 
lady pictured cloquentiy the dangers of young 
girls in the large cities, and said that there were 
fully 10,000 girls in the State who were going 
down the road of destruction. She wanted to try 
and reclaim the littie newegirls. They would not 
try to reclaim the abandoned prostitutes, bat to 
eave those young girls who were going down the 
road of destruction and tending to lives of shame. 
She pictured graphically the dangers lying in the 
way of homeless young girls, and appealed for 
help to carry on the Home and its good work. The 
influence of the Bridewell upon young girls was 
bad. Good influences worked far easier and better 
than the oad, and that is why the Home was need- 
ed. A place was wanted where good influences 
could be thrown around the young, wayward giris 
and reclaim them to the paths of rectitude. 

Mrs. Atwater Day, of the Reception Committee, 
made a report upon the admission of girls to the 
Home. The by-laws prevented their taki firs 
unless the parents ana guardians relinoaish all 
rights to them, in ogder that homes might be found 
for them after they had been tooroaghly edacated. 
She recommended that girls be admitted for cne or 
two years, if their parents or guardians would give 
them up. 

The report was discussed, and a great many 
touching incidents related. 8

adies, advising them also as to their manner of 
conducting their Home.

Meech yesterday afternoon. The probability 
that something nasty was to be brought to 
light had the usual effect of Alling the coart with 
a crowd of men only fit for association with 
such nastiness. Dr. James is an old man, whose 
gray hair has departed from the summit of his 
head. The woman isa tall, strongly- built French 
woman, about 30 years old. She speaks with an 
accent and in the thoroughly French fashion. 
She did not hesitate to speak right out 
anything she had to say, and several 
times very nearly snocked the much- abused mod- 
esty of the motley assemblage. Sue occasionally 
got angry at the counsel for the defense and spoke 
more sharply than most witnesses seem inclined 
todo. Her * wus to the effect that she went 
to the Doctor for treatment; that he gave her 
medicine, and to show her how it would taste gave 
her a bottle to try. While tasting the liquid 
he held the bottle to her mouth, forc- 
ing her to drink a great deal of the 
mixture. She then became sieepy, and while in a 
semi- conscious state he accomplished his ‘‘ hellish 
design. The only testimony for the defense was 
that of the Doctor's office- boy and a man who lived 
in the building. Their statements did not materi- 
ally change tue aspect of affairs, but subsequent 
testimony from the woman herself showed that 
about six weeks after the time she set as the date 
of the outrage, she returned to the Doc- 
tors office and waited an hour to 
see him. This statement, coupled with 
another that se had never mentioned the Affair 
till about two weeks ago, when it happened last 
November; together with the testimony of a man 
who swore that the medicine wnich he compound - 
ed for her was for a disease which married women 
should not have, led the Court to remark that he 
thought that they would have to try to convict 
some one else; they could not convince him that a 
rape had been committed.

VAN DEUSEN. 


No Inclination to Saw It Off Yet Displayed 
by the Litigants at Kalamazoo. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

KaLAmMAzoo, Mich., March 14.—To-day has 
been a very busy and interesting one in the trial 
of the case of Newcomer vs. Van Deusen. The 
defense has closed, and the rebutting testimony 
has been mostly given. The remaining testi- 
mony of the plaintiff will be given at the open- 
ing of court at half-past 8 a. m. to-morrow, and 
the arguments to the jury will consume the 


balance of the day. 

Dr. Hurd, one of the physicians at the Asy- 
lum, was recalled as soon as court convened this 
morning, and his testimony corroborated closely 
that of the other officers of the Asylum. 

After Dr. Hurd had finished, Dr. Foster 
Pratt, one of the oldest and most prominent 
physicians of this place, answered questions in 
reference to treatment similar to that al- 
leged to have been given the plaintiff while at 
the Asylum. Iu answer to hypothetical ques- 
tions of this sort from both sides, the witness 
virtually justified the medical treatment of the 
plaintiff during her confinement. This witness 
was introduced as an expert. 

Samuel Foster, of Richland, in this county 
was then put upon the stand by the 1 
with the consent of tne Court, and testified that 
he saw the plaintiff while on the train be 
tween Albion and Kalamazoo, in October, 
1874, while on her way to the Asylum, under 
the charge of E. H. Johnson, Superintendent of 
the Poor of Calhoun County; that she was 
wringing her hands and acting in a very differ- 
ent manner than was sworn to by said Johnson 
while he was on the stand; that he thought by 
her actions that she was going to prison, or 
somewhere that was very unpicasant to her. 

Dr. Hitchcock, another of the principal pbysi- 
cians of tuis place, was then in uced as an 
expert, and corroborated almost exactly the 
testimony of Dr. Pratt and the Asylum physi- 


cians in reference to the treatment of the glain- 


tiff as an invalid at the Asylum. 

Dr. VanDeusen, who has been ill for the past 
few davs, was then placed upon the stand, and 
related the history of his uaintance with the 
plaintiff while under his charge, in a 4-3 * 
corroborating other testimony as given by 
Asylum officials. He stated that she was in- 
sane while there, and received proper treatment 
asa lunaticand ap invalid. 

Another expert, Dr. Motterm, of Kalamazoo, 
who has practiced here nearly thirt 
years, was then sworn, and testifi 
similarly to Drs. Pratt and Hitchcock. 

Mrs. Roova and Mr. Robertson, witnesses for 
the defense, and Mrs. Sibley, witness for the 
plaintiff, were then recalled and asked a few 
seemingly unimportant questions. 

The defense closed at this point, and the 
plaintiff, as rebutting evidence, offered the 
daily records of the Asylum in evidence, so far 
as they related to the care of the plaintiff. The 
piaMtiff will put two or three witnesses upon 
the stand in the morning to explain and contra- 
dict opposite testimony, and the argument to 
the jury will conclude the case.
